James  Nevins  Hyde  was  born  on  June  21,  1840,  and  died  Sep- 
tember 6,  1910.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  at  its  organization,  in  1883,  and  served 
as  dermatologist  continuously  to  the  date  of  his  death. 

We,  his  colleagues,  would  record  our  sense  of  irreparable 
loss  in  his  death,  and  pay  a  tribute  to  his  memory  by  recognizing 
that  in  every  relation  of  life  which  he  sustained,  whether  as  a 
member  of  our  medical  board,  as  medical  teacher,  as  contributor 
to  medical  science  and  literature,  as  member  of  many  learned 
societies,  as  practitioner  of  medicine,  as  citizen,  as  volunteer  in 
patriotic  service  to  his  country,  he  brought  honor  and  inspiration. 
With  his  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  his  personal  demeanor,  his 
purity  of  life,  his  enthusiastic  devotion  to  duty,  his  scholarly 
attainments,  and,  withal,  his  rare  natural  endowments,  he  met  and 
fulfilled  his  obligations  of  the  home,  the  state,  and  his  chosen 
profession  in  eminent  measure.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE 

Presbyterian  Hospital 


To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  quiet,  steady  effort  and  progress,  on  those 
lines  which  have  been  adopted,  in  the  belief  that  they  would  eventually  lead  to 
the  hoped-for  culmination  of  all  our  work,  in  the  firm  establishment  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  minds  of  the  public,  of  the  churches  and  of  our 
friends,  as  an  organization  worthy  of  their  liberal  support. 

Our  ideals  have  been,  and  are,  to  give  to  our  patients  the  most  skillful 
medical  and  surgical  attention,  and  the  most  attentive  and  devoted  nursing. 

To  give  a  close  personal,  sympathetic  touch  to  all  who  come  to  us,  either 
patients  or  their  friends. 

To  do  as  large  a  free  work  for  sick,  poor  people  as  we  can  obtain  funds  for. 

To  give  the  highest  training  to  our  pupil  nurses,  so  that  they  will  prove  in 
private  practice  a  comfort  and  blessing  to  those  who  employ  them. 

To  assist  in  securing  for  the  young  doctors  in  our  service,  such  opportunities 
for  practical  knowledge  as  will  fit  them  to  become  a  power  in  their  profession ; 
requiring  from  them,  in  return,  devotion  to  the  Hospital  and  all  that  come  to  it. 

And,  with  all,  to  work  in  hearty  co-operation  with  Rush  Medical  College,  as  a 
Teaching  Hospital,  for  the  development  of  the  great  center  of  Medical  teaching 
of  the  West. 

The  Hospital  furnishes  facilities  for  the  education  of  medical  students,  and 
the  College  teaches  the  nurses  their  fundamental  studies. 

This  operates  to  the  distinct  advantage  of  both  organizations  as  a  teaching 
center.  The  history  of  hospitals  to-day  the  world  over,  shows  that  the  best  work 
is  done  by  hospitals,  that  make  teaching  a  prominent  feature.  Such  hospitals  not 
only  give  the  best  care  to  the  sick,  but  also  afford  opportunities  for  research 
work,  which  adds  to  the  knowledge  of  the  causes  and  prevention  of  disease. 

For  these  ends,  all  of  us  have  consistently  worked  during  the  past  year,  and 
we  believe  with  success.  In  every  department  there  has  been  sincere,  loyal  co- 
operation. 

The  Medical  Staff  has  been  always  ready  to  assist  and  advise,  quick  to 
suggest  improvements,  and  loyally  working  together  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
Hospital. 

Our  nursing  department  has  held  faithfully  to  the  high  ideals  of  service, 
which  our  Supervisor  of  Nurses  has  always  held  before  it,  and  has  done  sincere, 
conscientious  work. 
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Our  Superintendent  has  labored  indefatigably  in  every  way,  to  obtain  the 
best  results  for  all. 

Our  internes  as  a  body  have  been  devoted  to  their  patients,  and  unsparing 
in  their  efforts  for  their  welfare. 

All  employes  have  not  only  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  but 
have  done  so  from  a  desire  to  assist  in  the  development  of  an  organization, 
whose  sole  object  is  to  help  others. 

All  have  worked  together  loyally,  for  the  good  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  all 
we  owe  our  thanks. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  had  a  very  successful  year,  and  has  been 
of  great  service.  The  work  of  this  Board  in  continuing  and  enlarging  the 
interest  of  the  churches  in  the  Hospital,  is  full  of  promise. 

The  business  condition  must  be  considered,  for  a  hospital,  to  be  successful, 
must  be  administered  on  business  principles.  Owing  to  the  tearing  down  of  the 
old  buildings  known  as  the  Ross  Hamill  Wing,  and  the  erection  in  their  place  of 
the  new  Jane  Murdoch  Memorial  Building,  our  capacity  has  been  reduced  by  90 
beds.  This  has  seriously  curtailed  our  receipts,  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
reduce  our  expenses  to  correspond.  Certain  fixed  charges  are  the  same,  whether 
there  are  150  or  300  patients.  Our  capacity  for  charity  work  has  also  been 
greatly  reduced  thereby. 

Certain  unusual  charges  have  been  incurred  during  the  year.  An  elevator 
in  the  Power  House  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $087. 
Two  furnaces  under  our  boilers,  which  have  not  been  satisfactory,  have  been 
renewed  at  an  expense  of  $1,600,  and  $800  is  set  aside  for  payment  of  the  last 
one.  Certain  new  fixtures',  the  necessity  for  which  was  not  manifest  when  the 
Private  Pavilion  and  Power  House  were  built,  have  been  procured  at  a  cost  of 
$567.  When  these  buildings  were  erected  there  was  a  debt  of  $50,000  incurred. 
This  has  been  reduced  to  $40,000,  $2,500  of  which  reduction  has  been  paid  this 
year. 

As  noted  in  previous  reports,  the  increased  requirements  of  our  Medical 
Staff  for  appliances  and  diet  continue  to  increase  the  cost.  The  cost  of  food 
and  every  article  used  has  increased  during  the  year,  in  some  instances  notably. 
This  has  caused  an  increased  per  capita  over  last  year,  which  is  augmented  by 
the  lessened  number  of  patients  on  account  of  building,  as  heretofore  noted. 
Our  building  operations  have  hampered  many  parts  of  our  service,  and  caused 
extra  expense  and  temporary  makeshifts  which  have  been  expensive.  It  is  a 
great  satisfaction  that,  notwithstanding  these  unusual  conditions  and  expenses, 
the  year  closes  without  a  deficit. 

The  builders  expect  to  complete  the  Jane  Murdoch  Memorial  Building  Sep- 
tember 1,  unless  delayed  by  labor  troubles. 

The  settlement  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Thomas  Murdoch  is  practically 
accomplished,  and  the  distribution  of  the  residuary  estate  is  expected  to  be  made 
in  the  near  future. 

After  paying  for  the  new  building  mentioned,  the  balance  of  this  legacy 
will  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  Special  Endowment  Fund.  The  proceeds  from 
this  fund  must  be  used,  by  the  terms  of  Mr.  Murdoch's  will,  for  the  care  of  women 
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and  children.  It  will  afford  us  an  opportunity  of  increasing  our  charity  work 
among  those  patients.  It  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  building  than  the  one 
now  in  process  of  erection  for  a  memorial  to  Mr.  Murdoch's  sister.  Nor  can  it 
be  used  for  the  other  administration  of  the  Hospital.  It  will,  therefore,  be  neces- 
sary for  our  friends  to  continue  to  help  us,  if  we  are  to  do  the  charity  work 
which  we  are  now  doing.  This  is  mentioned  to  correct  a  misapprehension  which 
exists  in  some  minds,  that  on  account  of  the  Murdoch  legacy  we  have  no  further 
need  of  help. 

During  the  year,  the  O.  S.  A.  Sprague  Memorial  Fund  subscription  of  $100,- 
ooo  has  been  completed.  A  large  portion  of  the  money  has  been  paid,  and  the 
balance  will  be  at  an  early  date.  This  amount  is  not  sufficient  for  the  erection 
of  a  Home  for  our  Training  School,  which  was  the  purpose  of  the  subscription. 
The  amount  will  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund,  in  the  hope  that  some  friend  of  the 
school  will  make  us  an  additional  gift.  The  necessity  for  this  Home  is  most 
pressing.  Our  school  is  sadly  handicapped  without  it.  It  should  be  large  enough 
to  accommodate  150  nurses. 

It  was  hoped  that  a  new  building  could  be  erected  in  connection  with  one 
of  our  present  buildings,  which  would  be  adequate.  The  subject  has  been 
very  fully  considered  at  several  meetings  of  our  Board,  and  the  conclusion 
reached,  that  none  of  the  present  buildings  can  be  retained.  For  this  purpose 
$75,000  additional  will  be  required.  The  reputation  of  our  school  is  steadily 
growing,  as  the  character  of  its  work  becomes  better  known.  Our  present  Home 
is  not  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  If  we  are  to  maintain  its  excellence, 
and  keep  up  to  the  standards  which  we  have  set,  we  must  have  a  more  suitable 
Home  at  once.  Any  delay  is  a  serious  injury  to  the  school.  We  appeal  to  our 
friends  in  this  necessity. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Titus,  who  for  many  years  past  has  been  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board,  removed  his  residence  in  January  to  Pittsfield,  Mass.  We  desire  to 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  great  service  Mr.  Titus  has  given  us,  and  the 
benefit  which  his  knowledge  and  ability  so  freely  and  liberally  bestowed  has  been 
to  us.    Our  best  wishes  go  with  him.  Albert  M.  Day,  President.

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RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 

OF 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital 


1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.  m.  and  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  where  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  or  some  other  physician 
or  surgeon  appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  Medical  Superintendent  shall 
satisfy  himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one  for  the  Hospital  before  admission  can 
be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such  pay  patients  as 
may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  endowed 
beds,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent,  or  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  signed  by  the  President. 

4.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  accompanied  by  a  cer- 
tificate of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  persons  in  their  neighborhood,  if  not 
recommended  by  a  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  in  no  instance  shall  a 
patient  who  is  able  to  pay  be  admitted  without  such  a  certificate. 

5.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  longer  than  three 
months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attending  physician  or  surgeon. 

6.  Infectious  or  contagious  cases  are  not  admitted  or  those  who  from  the 
nature  of  their  illness  would  occasion  discomfort  to  others. 


FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  designate  a  room  in 
the  Private  Pavilion  which  shall  be  named  as  desired  by  the  donor,  and  remain  as 
a  perpetual  memorial. 

A  donation  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  endows  a  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  endows  a  bed  during  one  life. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  endows  a  bed  in  the  children's  ward  in 
perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 
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RULES  FOR  VISITORS 


1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  from  2  to  4  p.  m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permission. 

2.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  to  see  any  patient  in  one  day, 
and  children  will  not  be  admitted  except  by  special  permission. 

3.  No  male  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the  female 
wards,  and  no  female,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

4.  Articles  of  food  or  drink  must  not  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they  must 
be  left  with  the  head  nurse  of  the  floor,  and  if  approved  by  the  physician  will  be 
sent  to  the  patient. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hospital ; 
must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends,  and  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  announcing  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

6.  In  case  of  alarming  illness,  of  which  due  notice  will  always  be  given,  if 
practicable,  to  the  immediate  relatives  or  friends  of  a  patient,  visits  will  not  be 
restricted  to  the  regular  days  or  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from  the 
premises.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  eighth  annual  report  of  the  School  for  Nurses  is  as  follows : 
The  average  number  of  nurses  in  the  school  has  been  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  the  distribution  being:

There  have  been  nine  hundred  and  eight  days  of  illness  among  the  pupils 
during  the  year,  with  an  average  of  12  10/37  days  for  the  individual  nurse. 

An  average  of  eighteen  graduate  nurses,  not  members  of  the  school,  have 
been  employed  to  care  for  our  private  patients  requiring  special  nursing,  while 
eleven  hundred  and  eighty-one  days  of  special  duty  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  pupils  of  the  school. 
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In  connection  with  the  Obstetrical  Department  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
visits  have  been  made  by  pupil  nurses  to  maternity  patients  in  their  own  homes. 
Nursing  accomplished  in  other  institutions  by  our  pupils  consists  of : 

The  Jackson  Park  Baby  Sanitarium 70  days 

The  Elgin  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane 664  days 

The  Children's  Memorial  Hospital 88  days 


822  days 

An  affiliation  has  been  accomplished  with  the  Children's  Memorial  Hospital 
of  Chicago  by  which  the  pupils  of  that  institution,  after  two  years'  training  in 
the  Children's  Hospital,  come  to  this  hospital  for  one  year's  training  in  adult 
nursing.     Eight  of  these  pupils  are  at  present  receiving  this  training. 

To  assist  us  to  secure  the  necessary  training  for  our  nurses  in  the  care  of 
sick  babies  since  the  closing  of  our  Children's  Department,  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital has  been  most  courteous  in  admitting  our  pupils  into  its  wards. 

The  scholarships  recently  established  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  have 
been  very  helpful  to  the  school,  enabling  two  young  women  to  enter  this  year 
who  otherwise  would  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board 
has  also  offered  most  valuable  assistance  by  assuming  the  responsibility  of  small 
loans  to  our  students,  thus  making  possible  a  more  generous  use  of  the  loan  fund. 

Twenty-six  nurses  were  granted  diplomas  April  26,  1910,  bringing  the  num- 
ber of  graduates  to  April  1,  191 1,  up  to  ninety-two.

In  the  first  examination  for  the  registration  of  nurses,  recently  held  by  the 
State  of  Illinois,  those  of  our  graduates  who  presented  for  examination  made 
a  most  creditable  standing,  showing  that  the  nursing  education  given  them  is 
at  least  equal  to  that  given  in  the  best  nurses'  schools  of  the  state. 

Requests  for  our  graduates,  for  all  branches  of  nursing,  are  so  numerous 
that,  as  yet,  we  are  unable  to  meet  these  as  we  would  wish  to.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  calls  have  been  responded  to  for  nurses  (not  always  our  own  gradu- 
ates) for  private  homes  in  and  near  Chicago. 

The  active  interest  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  by  its  offer  to  pay 
one-half  of  the  ten-thousand-dollar  endowment  and  the  generosity  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  by  allowing,  to  a  limited  extent,  the  immediate  use  of  the  room 
in  case  of  need,  has  brought  to  its  first  stage  of  accomplishment  the  effort  of  the 
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School  and  of  the  Alumnae  Association  to  provide  a  suitable  memorial  to  the 
pupil,  Mary  M.  Byrne,  who  died  in  the  Hospital  January  26,  1908. 

The  two  most  urgent  needs  of  the  School,  the  filling  of  which  will  insure 
continued  success  and  high  standard  of  work,  are  a  new  or  enlarged  and  mod- 
ernly  equipped  home  for  our  nursing  staff  and  an  endowment  sufficient  in 
amount  to  provide  the  necessary  instructors  and  laboratories  for  the  proper 
training  of  our  pupils. 

We  ask  to  be  allowed  to  make  use  of  this  opportunity  to  thank,  for  their 
many  kindnesses,  all  the  friends  of  the  School ;  the  donors,  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary Board,  the  members  of  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary  staffs,  the  physicians 
to  the  School,  and  also  the  Rush  Medical  College  for  its  continued  liberal  assist- 
ance in  class  and  lecture  work.

REPORT  OF  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

Chicago,  April  1,  191 1. 

In  making  this  annual  report  the  Social  Service  Committee  brings  to  the 
Board  its  first  account  of  a  full  year's  work,  it  being  but  one  year  and  seven 
months  since  the  work  was  begun. 

The  aim  of  the  Committee  is  to  render  such  aid  to  our  needy  convalescent 
patients  as  will  asisst  them  to  make  as  full  and  complete  recovery  as  possible 
and  to  give  them  an  ideal  of  right  living,  to  the  end  that  their  habits  and  sur- 
roundings may  not  be  a  cause  of  renewed  illness.  Further,  we  try  to  help  any  of 
our  patients  who  have  no  friends  in  the  city  by  such  necessary  friendly  services 
as  fall  outside  of  the  duties  of  the  nurse  and  the  physician.  This  work  has  been 
carried  on  by  Miss  Ellen  Persons,  who  reports  the  following  items  for  the  year :

Considerable  clothing,  mostly  second-hand,  and  some  new  bedding  has  been 
furnished  in  the  work.  The  books  and  magazines  given  us  by  the  Library  Com- 
mittee have  increased  our  resources  for  helpfulness.  The  various  donations  of 
money  to  our  work  have  been  reported  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

Over  forty  of  the  philanthropic  agencies  of  the  city  have  co-operated  with 
us  in  working  out  our  plans  for  our  patients. 

To  those  who  have  in  any  way  helped  us  we  wish  to  express  our  grateful 
thanks  and  trust  that  our  efforts  will  so  merit  their  confidence  that  we  shall  have 
a  continuation  of  their  assistance. 

We  look  to  see  our  usefulness  further  extended,  and  invite  the  interest  in 
our  work  of  everyone  who  is  interested  in  the  Hospital.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31,  1911 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  April  4,  1910,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board 
has  held  meetings  each  month,  with  the  exception  of  July  and  August.  The 
Executive  Committee  has  held  ten  regular  meetings  and  one  special  meeting. 

There  have  been  eighteen  new  members  added  to  the  roll  and  twenty  resigna- 
tions.   The  Board  has  lost  one  of  its  members  by  death — Miss  Wilbur. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  sixty-three,  not  including  the  February 
attendance,  which  was  unusually  small  owing  to  a  violent  storm.  The  present 
enrollment  is  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  (176). 

Since  the  last  report  four  churches  have  been  added  to  our  membership, 
making  a  total  of  forty-seven  (47)  churches,  of  which  forty-five  are  Presby- 
terian and  two  Congregational.

Encouraged  by  the  welcome  with  which  the  Bulletin  was  greeted  during  the 
early  months  of  its  existence,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  continued  its  pub- 
lication, with  the  hope  that  it  would  gain  an  increasing  circulation  among  the 
friends  of  the  Hospital  and  convey  a  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  beneficent 
ministrations  of  that  institution. 

Greatly  did  the  Board  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Henry  M.  Belfield, 
whose  continued  absence  in  Europe  necessitated  such  action,  for  to  her  we  are 
indebted  for  much  of  the  hard  initial  work  incident  to  the  introduction  of  the 
Bulletin. 

Mrs.  James  W.  Janney  was  appointed  her  successor.  The  new  Chairman, 
with  Mrs.  James  B.  Herrick,  Miss  Elizabeth  Ross  and  Miss  Martha  Gemmill, 
constitute  the  present  Committee.

THE  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


.->  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Hospital  has  established  during  the 
past  year  two  scholarships  of  $420  each  in  the  School  for  Nurses,  for  any 
young  women  wishing  to  devote  their  time  to  missionary  or  social  service  for 
at  least  three  years  after  receiving  their  training.  These  scholarships  are 
being  used.  The  Board  has  made  a  loan  of  $150,  payable  in  monthly  instal- 
ments, to  a  nurse  needing  assistance  for  her  remaining  fifteen  months  of 
training. 

It  has  also  brought  itself  into  a  close  and  pleasant  relationship  with  the 
Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  of  the  School  by  assuming  the  payment  of  half 
the  sum  required  to  endow  a  room  in  the  Hospital  for  graduate  nurses  which 
the  association  had  wished  to  endow  as  a  memorial  to  the  only  member  of  the 
School  who  has  died  since  its  organization — Miss  Mary  M.  Byrne.  The  obliga- 
tion undertaken  by  the  Woman's  Board  is  the  payment  of  $5,000,  one-fifth  of 
which  has  already  been  paid  to  the  Hospital.  The  room  has  been  selected — 
No.  440 — and  soon  the  name-plate  will  be  placed  upon  the  door. 

This  Nurses'  Alumnae  Association  was  established  in  1907  and  now  num- 
bers seventy  members.  The  number  of  graduates  from  the  School  is  ninety- 
two.  It  is  hoped  that  all  graduates  will  eventually  become  members  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  assist  in  its  various  progressive  activities  and  share 
in  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  co-operation. 

The  School  has  averaged  during  the  year  123  nurses,  15  of  these  being 
graduates  and  108  enrolled  pupils. 

Various  lectures,  not  in  the  medical  course,  have  been  given  to  the  nurses 
during  the  winter,  notably  that  of  Dr.  Mary  Noble  of  India  and  Dr.  Anna 
Gloss  of  Peking,   China. 

Christmas  was  celebrated  in  its  usual  festive  manner,  gifts  of  money  and 
suitable  donations  from  both  Boards  adding  to  the  holiday  cheer. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  School  were  held  Wednesday,  April  26, 
191 1.  Dr.  A.  D.  Bevan  gave  the  medical  address  and  Dr.  M.  D.  Hardin  spoke 
as  representative  of  the  church.

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REPORT  OF 
VISITING  AND  DEVOTIONAL  COMMITTEE 

There  is  probably  no  experience  in  life  that  calls  for  sympathy  more 
loudly  than  when  one  is  sick  and  away  from  home  and  friends.  Just  to  be 
sick  awakens  sympathy,  but  to  be  in  a  great  city,  among  strangers,  added  to 
the  burden  of  pain,  is  a  trial  indeed.  To  meet  such  cases  this  Committee  is 
constituted.  The  sunshine  brought  to  a  lonely  bedside  by  a  kindly  visit  will 
often  do  much  in  aiding  a  recovery;  and  when  the  heart  has  been  made  tender 
through  suffering,  a  good  word  for  Jesus  may  be  effectively  spoken.  During 
the  year  this  Committee,  composed  of  twelve  members,  has  on  different  days 
each  week  visited  the  Hospital  and  has  made  about  2,100  calls.  That  these 
visits  have  not  been  in  vain  is  witnessed  by  the  eagerness  with  which  the 
second  visit  is  welcomed,  and  by  the  letters  received  from  patients  who  have 
gone  out,  expressing  their  gratitude  and  appreciation.  Flowers,  always  mes- 
sengers of  cheer,  have  aided  in  the  work  of  bringing  a  little  gladness  to  those 
who  must  bear  the  tedium  of  pain.

ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE 

The  recent  programs  given  by  the  Entertainment  Committee  have  created 
a  new  atmosphere,  in  which  we  find  our  patients  and  Visiting  Committee  drawn 
closer  together,  not  only  spiritually,  but  socially. 

The  entertainments  were  varied,  and  much  thought  was  given  to  the  selec- 
tion of  numbers  which  afforded  such  pleasure  and  enjoyment  to  our  audiences. 
Ninety-nine  of  Chicago's  artists  have  responded  and  given  their  time  and  tal- 
ents, making  of  this  work  a  great  success.  To  these  generous  friends  our 
thanks  and  appreciation  have  been  acknowledged  through  the  columns  of  the 
Bulletin. 

The  fourteen  entertainments  given  since  last  April  have  been  attended  by 
an  average  of  thirty-seven  convalescent  patients.  Fifty-six  was  our  greatest 
audience,  twenty-two  of  whom  came  in  wheel  chairs.

CHILD'S  FREE  BED  FUND 

The  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund  received  generous  support  during  the  past 
year  from  twenty-eight  Presbyterian  Sunday  Schools,  Hinsdale  Congrega- 
tional also  contributing.  In  the  year  these  Sunday  Schools  have  contributed 
$536.31,  which,  with  the  surplus  of  last  year  of  $179,  makes  two  free  beds  pos- 
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sible.  Donations  were  made  by  eleven  more  schools  than  last  year,  nine  of 
this  number  contributing  for  the  first  time.  The  increased  interest  manifested 
in  this  important  branch  of  Hospital  work  encourages  us  to  believe  that  the 
maintenance  of  several  beds  will  soon  be  assured.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  Finance  Committee,  organized  a  year  ago  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
funds  for  the  Woman's  Board,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

It  was  proposed  that  each  member  of  the  Board  should  assume  the 
responsibility  of  personally  subscribing  or  pledging  a  certain  sum  annually  for 
the  requirements  of  the  Board,  and  by  so  doing  relieve  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  burden  previously  carried  by  it  in  the  way  of  entertainments,  etc. 
A  letter  to  this  effect  was  sent  to  each  member  of_the  Board  on  May  12 
last  and  has  resulted  in  subscriptions  and  pledges  amounting  to  three  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars  from  eighty-nine  members.  This  result, 
while  short  of  our  expectations,  is  fairly  satisfactory  and  we  believe  this  plan 
should    be    continued.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  OF  TAG  DAY  COMMITTEE  FOR  1910 

The  consent  was  again  given  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  to  participate  in  the  Chicago  Children's  Benefit  League,  com- 
monly known  as  "Tag  Day,"  which  was  held  October  17,  1910.  The  weather 
was  propitious  for  the  occasion,  and  from  the  amount  of  money  collected  it 
indicates  the  co-operation  of  the  giving  public,  to  whom  we  must  look  for  aid 
in  order  to  successfully  carry  on  our  work.  There  are  fifty-two  churches 
represented  on  this  Board,  and  of  that  number  twenty  took  an  active  part  in 
the  sale  of  tags.  As  the  returns  were  kept  separate  as  to  churches,  we  were 
able  to  ascertain  the  amounts  collected  by  each,  which  in  the  main  was  gratify- 
ing. Special  mention  might  be  made  of  the  results  obtained  by  the  workers 
of  the  Eighth  Presbyterian  Church.  This  church  was  highest  on  the  list,  their 
total  collection  amounting  to  $278.89,  while  the  largest  individual  piece  of  money 
received  was  one  dollar.  Such  industry  should  not  go  by  without  special  men- 
tion. 

The  sum  collected  by  the  twenty  churches  amounted  to  $2,114.17.  This 
shows  a  shrinkage  from  the  results  of  a  year  ago  of  $1,756.86,  but  this  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  fifteen  additional  charities  were  added  as  beneficiaries  of  the 
League.  The  added  new  number  of  workers  representing  these  charities  neces- 
sarily made   all   totals   proportionately  less. 
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We  are  not  without  encouragement  to  anticipate  a  generous  return  from 
191 1.  We  are  sure  that  if  more  of  our  churches  will  actively  interest  them- 
selves in  this  cause  it  will  be  conservative  to  predict  that  the  bountiful  returns  of 
1910  will  be  equaled,  if  not  exceeded.
